And they took counſel, and bought with 
them the potters field to bury ſtrangers in.

(Then was ful- 
filled that which was ſpoken by Jeremy the 
prophet, ſaying, And they took the thirty 
pieces of ſilver, the price of him that was 
valued, whom they of the children of Iſrael 
did value, and gave them for the' potters 
field, as the Lord appointed me.) And 
jeſus ſtood before the governor; and the

gainſt thee? And he anſwered him to never 
a word, inſomuch that the governor mar- 
velled greatly.

And they 
had then anotable — * called Barabbas. 
Therefore when they were gathered toge- 
cher, Pilate ſaid unto them, Whom will ye 
that I releaſe unto you? Barabbas, or Tos 
which is called Chriſt? For he knew that 
for envy they had delivered him. When 
he was ſet down on the judgment-leat, his 
wife ſent unto him, ſaying, Have thou 
nothing to do with that juſt man: for 1 
have ſuffered many things this day in a 
dream becauſe of him. But the T prieſts 
and elders perſuaded the multitude that 
they ſhould aſk Barabbas, and deſtroy Jeſus. 
The governor anſwered and ſaid unto 
them, Whether of the twain will ye that 
| releaſe unto you? They ſaid, Barabbas. 
Pilate ſaith unto them, What ſhall I do 

then with Jeſus, which is called Chriſt? 

They all ſay unto him, Let him be INE 
hed.

And when the ſixth hour was come, there 
was darkneſs over the whole land until the 
ninth hour. And at the ninth hour Jeſus 
cried with a loud voice, ſaying, Eloi, Eloi, 
lama ſabachthanis which is, being inter- 
preted, My God, my God, why haſt thou for- 
ſaken me? And ſome of them that ſtood by, 
when they heard it, ſaid, Behold, he call. 
eth Elias. And one ran and filled a ſpunge 
full of vinegar, and put it on a reed, and 
gave him to drink, ſaying, Let alone; let 
us ſee Whether Elias will come to take him 
down. . And Jeſus eried with a loud voce, 
32606343; „ an 
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and gave up the ghoſt. And the vail of 
the temple was rent in twain from the top 
to the bottom. And when the centurion 
which ſtood over againſt him, ſaw that he 
ſo cried out, and gave up the ghoſt, he 
ſaid, Truly this man was the Son of God.

The Epiſtle. Hebr. ix. 16. 
HERE a teſtament 1s, there mult al. 
lo of neceſſity be the death of the 
teſtator: for a teſtament is of force after 
men are dead; otherwiſe it is of no ſtrength 

at all whilſt the teſtator liveth. Where- 
upon, neither the firſt teſtament was ded 
cated without blood: for when Moſes had 
ſpoken every precept to all the people, ac. 
cording to the law, he took the blood of 
calves, and of goats, with water, and 
fcarlet wool, and hyſſop, and ſprinkled 
both the book and all the people, ſaying, 
This is the blood of the teſtament, which 
God hath enjoined unto you. Moreover, 
he ſprinkled — with blood, both the 
tabernacle, and-all the veſſels of the mi- 
niſtry. And almoſt all things are by the 
law purged with blood; and without ſhed- 
ding of blood is no remiſſion. It was there. 
fore neceſſary that the patterns of things in 
the heavens ſhould be purified with theſe; 
but the heavenly things 4-6 
Bus N * etter 
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better ſacrifices than theſe. For Chriſt is 
not entered into the _ places made with 
hands, which are the figures of the true, 
but into heaven itſelf, now to appear in 
the preſence of God for us; nor yet that 
he ſhould offer himſelf often, as the high 
prieſt entereth into the holy place every 
ear with blood of others: A then mult 
' often have ſuffered fince the foundation 
of the world ; but now once, in the end of 
che world, hath he appeared to put away {in 
by the ſacrifice of himſelf. And as it is 
appointed unto men once to die, but after 
this the judgment: ſo Chriſt was once of- 
fered to bear the ſins of many; and unto 
them that look for him, ſhall he appear the 
ſeeond time without ſin unto ſalvation.

every one taketh before other his own ſup-

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per: and one is hungry, and another is 
drunken. What, have ye not houſes to eat 
and to drink in? or deſpiſe ye the church 
of God, and ſhame them that have not ? 
What ſhall I ſay to you? ſhall I praiſe you 
in this? I praiſe you not: For I have 
received of the Lord that which alſo 1 
delivered unto you, that the Lord Jeſus 
the ſame night in which he was betrayed, 
took bread; and when he had given thanks, 
he brake it, and ſaid, Take, eat; this is 
my body, which 1s broken for you : this 
do in remembrance of me. After the ſame 
manner alſo he took the cup when he had 
ſupped, ſaying, This cup is the new Teſta- 
ment in my blood: this do ye as oft as ye 
drink it in remembrance of me. For as 
often as ye eat this bread, and drink this 
cup, ye do ſhew the Lord's death till he 
come. Wherefore whoſoever ſhall eat this 
bread, and drink this cup of the Lord un- 

worthily, ſhall be guilty of the body and 
blood of the Lord. But let a man exa- 
mine himſelf, and ſo let him eat of that 
bread, and drink of that cup. For he that 
eateth and drinketh unworthily, eateth and 
drinketh damnation to himſelf, not diſ- 
cerning the Lord's body. For this cauſe 
many are weak, and ſickly among you, 
and many ſleep. For if we would judge 

4 ourſelves, 
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ourſelves, we ſhould not be judged. But 
when we are judged; we are chaſtened of 
the Lord, that we ſhould not be condemn- 
ed with the world. Wherefore, my bre- 
thren, when ye come together to eat, tarry 
one for another. And if any man hunger, 
let him eat at home; that ye come not 
together unto condemnation. And the reſt 
will I fet in order when I come. 


De Goſpel F. Luke xxiii. 1. 

HE whole multitude of them aroſe, 

and led him unto Pilate. And they 
began to accuſe him, faying, We found 
this fellow perverting the nation, and for- 
bidding to give tribute to Ceſar, ſaying, 
That he himſelf is Chriſt a king. And 
Pilate aſked him, ſaying, Art thou the 
king of the Jews? And he anſwered him, 
and ſaid, Thou ſayeſt it. Then ſaid Pi- 
late to the chief prieſts, and to the peo- 
ple, I find no fault in this man. And they 
were the more fierce ſaying, He ſtirreth 
up the people, teaching throughout all 
Jewry, beginning from Galilee to this 
place. When Pilate: heard of Galilee, he 
aſked whether the man were a Galilean. 
And as ſoon as he knew that he belonged 
unto. Herod's: juriſdiction,” he ſent him to 
Herod, who himſelf was alſo at Jeruſalem 
at that time. And when Herod ſaw Jeips 
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he was exceeding glad, for he was deſirous 
to ſee him of a long ſeaſon, becauſe he 
had heard many things of him, and he 
hoped to have ſeen ſome miracle done by 
him. Then he queſtioned with him in ma- 
ny words; but he anſwered him nothing. 
And the chief prieſts and ſcribes ſtood and 
vehemently accuſed him. And Herod with 
his men of war ſet him at nought, and 
mocked him, and. arrayed him in a gor- 
geous robe, and ſent him again to Pilate. 
And the ſame day Pilate and Herod were 
made friends together ; for before they 
were at enmity between themſelves. And 
Pilate when he had called together the 
chief prieſts, and the rulers, and the peo- 
ple, faid unto them, Ye have brought this 
man unto me, as one that perverteth the 
people, and behold, I having examined 
him before you, have found no fault in 
this man touching thoſe things whereof ye 
accuſe him: No, nor yet Herod : for I ſent 
you to him, and lo, nothing worthy of 
death is done unto him. I will therefore 
chaſtiſe him, and releaſe him. 'For of ne- 
ceſſity he muſt releaſe one unto them at 
the feaſt. And they cried out all at once, 
faying, Away with this man, and releaſe 
_ unto. us Barabbas : (who for a certain ſedi- 
tion made in the city, and for murder was 


caſt 
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caſt in priſon.) Pilate therefdre willing to 
releaſe Jeſus, ſpake again to them. But 
they cned, ſaying, Crucify him, crucify 
him. And he ſaid unto them the third 
time, Why, what evil hath he done? I 
have found no cauſe of death in him: I 
will therefore chaſtiſe him, and let him go. 
And they were inſtant with loud voices, 
requiring that he might be crucified: and 
the voices of them, and of the chief prieſts 
prevailed. And Pilate gave ſentence, that 
it ſhould be as they required. And here- 
leaſed unto. them, him that for ſedition 
and murder was caſt into 1 whom 
they had deſired; but he delivered Jeſus 
to their will. And as they led him away, 
they laid hold upon one Simon a Cyrenian, 
coming out of the country, and on him 
they laid the croſs, that he might bear it 
after Jeſus. And there followed him a great 
company, of people, and of women, who 
alſo bewailed and lamented him. But Jeſus 
turning unto them, ſaid, Daughters of je- 
ruſalem, weep not for me, but weep for 
yourſelves, and for your children. For 
behold, the days are coming, in which 
they ſhall ſay, Bleſſed are the barren, and 
the wombs that never bare, ' and the paps 
which never gave ſuck. Then ſhall they 
begin to ſay to che mountains, Fall on us ;

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and to the hills, Cover us. For if they do 
theſe things in a green tree, what ſhall be 
done in the dry ? And there were alfo two 
other malefactors led with him to be put 
to death. And when they were come to 
the place which is called Calvary, there 
they crucified him; and the malefactors, 
one on the right hand, and the other on 
the left. Then ſaid Jeſus, Father, forgive 
them, for they know not what they do. 
And they parted his raiment, and caſt lots. 
And the people ſtood beholding; and the 
rulers alſo with them derided him, ſay- 
ing, He ſaved others, let him ſave him- 
ſelf, if he be Chrift the choſen of God. 
And the ſoldiers alſo mocked him, coming 
to him, and offering him vinegar, and ſay- 
ing, If thou be the king of the Jews, ſave 
thyſelf. And a ſuperſeription alſo was 
written over him 1n letters of Greek, and 
Latin, and Hebrew, THIS-1S THE 
' KING OF THE JEWS. And one of 
the malefactors which were hanged, railed 
on him, ſaying, If thou be Chriſt, fave 
thyſelf and us. But the other anſwering, 
el him, ſaying, Doſt not thou fear 
God, ſeeing thou art in the ſame condem- 
nation? And we indeed juſtly ; for we re- 
cerve the due reward of our deeds, but 
this man hath done nothing amiſs. - * | 
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he ſaid unto Jeſus, Lord; remember me 
when thou comeſt into thy kingdom. And 
Jeſus ſaid unto him, Verily I ſay unto thee, 
To-day ſhalt thou be with me in paradiſe. 
And it was about the ſixth hour; and there 
was a darkneſs over all the earth until the 
ninth hour. And the ſun was darkened, and 
the vail of the temple was rent in the midſt. 
And when, Jeſus had cried with a loud 
voice, he faid, Father, into thy hands I 
commend my ſpirit: and having ſaid thus, 
he gave up the ghoſt. Now when the 
centurion ſaw what was done, he glorified 
God, ſaying, Certainly this was a righteous 
man. And all the people that came together 
to that ſight, beholding the things that 
were done, ſmote their breaſts, and return- 
ed. And all his acquaintance, and the wo- 
men that followed him from Galilee, ſtood 
afar off, beholding theſe things.

Then ſaid the chief prieſt of the 
Jews to Pilate, Write not the king of the 
ſews; but that he ſaid, I am the king of 
the Jews. | Pilate anſwered, What I have 
written, I have written. Then the ſol- 
diers, when they had crucified Jeſus, took 
his, garments, (and made four parts, to 
every ſoldier a part) and alſo his coat: now 
the coat was without ſeam, woven from 
the top throughout. They ſaid therefore 
among themſelves, Let us not rend it, but 
caſt lots for it, whoſe it ſhall be: that the 
ſeripture might be fulfilled, which faith, 
They parted my raiment among them, and 
for my veſture they did caſt lots. Theſe 
things therefore the ſoldiers did. Now 
there ſtood by! the croſs of Jeſus, his mo- 
ther, and his mother's ſiſter, Mary the 
wife of Cleophas, and Mary Magdalene.

And he was three days 
without ſight, and neither did eat nor 
drink. And there was a certain diſciple 
at Damaſcus, named Ananias, and to him 
{aid the Lord in a viſion, Ananias. And 
he ſaid, Behold, I am here, Lord. And 
the Lord {aid unto him, Ariſe, and go in- 
to the ſtreet which 1s called Straight, and 
enquire in the houſe of Judas for one call- 
ed Saul of Tarſus : for behold he prayeth, 
and hath ſeen in a viſion, a man named 
Ananias coming 1n, and putting his hand 
on him, that he might receive his ſight. 
Then Ananias anſwered, Lord, I have 
heard by many of this man, how much 
evil he hath done to thy ſaints at J eruſa- 
lem ; and here,he hath authority from the 
chief prieſts to bind all that call on thy 
Name. But the Lord ſaid unto him, Go 
thy way; for he is a choſen veſſel unto 
me, to bear my Name before the Gentiles, 
and kings, and the children of Iſrael. For 
I will ſhew him how great things he mult 
ſuffer for my Name's ſake. And Anamas 
went his way, and entered into the houſe;

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is our duty to render moſt humble and 
hearty thanks to. Almighty God our hea- 
venly Father, for that he hath given his 
Son our Saviour Jeſus Chriſt, not only to 
die for us, but allo to be our ſpiritual tood 
and ſuſtenance in that holy Sacrament. 
Which being ſo divine and comfortable a 
thing to them who receive it worthily, 
and ſo dangerous to them that will pre- 
ſume to receive it unworthily; my duty is 
to exhort you in the mean ſeaſon to con- 
ſider the dignity of that holy myſtery, and 
the great peril of the unworthy receiving
